An extremely interesting report on the 
trade of Canton last year appears in. the

somewhat surprising, and therefore all, the 
more gratifying, !0 find that in Spite of 
unfavourab'e conditions—high exchange, 
_ spring floods, and: disastrous autumn’ ty-

« erease in the revenue, the advance over the 


“figures for 1905 being Hke rls. 197792. 
(The total net value of the trade of the: port 
‘shows ain increase of ncarly two million taels, 
which, in view of the high sterling exchange 

“ruling throughout the year, and the con- 
sequent | reduction in’ the’ silyer value of 
foreign: imports, indicates a satisfactory 
development ofthe general trade of the port. 
But. Canton might do much better still, and 

. no doubt will do so as soon as the tinfortunate 
disscnsions which are now hindering the 
construction of the trunk railway line to 
Hankor are satisfactorily settled. Oace this 
line is completed and in; operation the 
trade , of: the port may be expected to 
‘develop. enormously; but ag. things are 
going .now there seems little prospect 
‘of the Hankow Kailway being completed 
for many years.
